Western Australia — Bunhury. — From May 25 to 29, 1914, 7 cases 

of smallpox were notified. These cases all occurred in contacts with 

a Lascar who had been removed from a vessel.

During the week ended July 7, 1914, 20 cases of plague were 
notified at Hongkong. 

ECUADOR. 

Plague — Yellow Fever — Guayaquil. 

During the month of May, 1914, 3 cases of plague with 1 death
